The war scare htur created a boom in
one of Wheeling's Industries>-tJie stogie
trade.
Blnco early- last week.during the last

flve da^o.the amount of revenue re¬
ceived' at the local Internal revenue of¬
fice ha» doubled, and ha* averaged
$1,500 a day. The rate of stamp tax per
1C0 stogies or cigars Is thirty cents, so
/this revenue would mean a dolly pro¬
duction of COO,000 stogies, were it not for
the fact that some of the stamps arc
being used on stock that haw been on
hand In the factories for some time,
and' which the manufaol-urers are now
anxious to have stamped so as to pre¬
vent their stocks being taxed1 at the pro¬
posed Increased rate- of taxation.
A stogie maker, when asked1 yester¬

day regarding the condition of the In¬
dustry, said that ther* has recently
been quite an Increase In the number of
men and girls employed In the several
locar factories, reaching probably fifty
per cent, and for the firs* time In sev¬
eral yeam all of the available workmen
are finding employment. It Is estima¬
ted that between' 400 and GOO persons arc
now finding steady employment In this
city alone.
A stogie manufacturer says he does

not believe the government can legallyImpose an additional stamp tax on sto¬
gies on hand In the- factories that are
already stamped. This is a step that It
is announced the government will take.
It is learned, through a local dealer,
that President McCoy, of the National
Tobacco Company, and the officials of
the American Tobacco Compony have
decided to contest this prueer dure on the
part of the government. Their confi¬
dence Is expressed in the announcement
made by eastern manufacturers that
they will Insure the present prices on
stogies and cigar* until July 1.

Tllli RAILROADS.
In accordance with the plan estab¬

lished last fall Manager of Passenger
Traffic D. B. Martin, of the Baltimore
& Ohio Railroad Company, will have a
meeting of his general, division, district
and traveling passenger agents at the
Lincoln hotel in Pittsburgh on April 21
and 22. The first of these meetings was
inaugurated last fall, and while they
are held primarily for the purpose of
discussing time-card changes, much
good has resulted through the agents
becoming personally acquainted and
dlscusslmr the thousand and one little
things that are constantly coming up in
the passenger business. The last meet¬
ing was so successful that Mr. Martin
has decided to continue them indefi¬
nitely, holding at least two a year, each
a few weeks before the annual time-
card meeting of all the officers of the
road.

Jurors In criminal cases, which should bo
collected by prosomitlng attorneys and
sheriffs, and turned Into the treasury of
tho state, for the purpose of aiding In de¬
fraying the expenses necessary to criminal
prosecutions, have not been looked arter
as they should have been, ahd In conse¬
quence of this fact, tho state Is losing
every year a large sum of money whlcn
Justly belongs to It.
"I thereforo write you and urge upon youtho Importance of bringing tho matter to

the attention of the proaecutlhg attorneysand sheriffs in your circuit.
"I bavo looked Into tho matter In one or

moro of our large counties, and 1 And, as
a result of. such Investigation, that tho
custom Is to require the payment of roes
of prosecuting attorneys, sheriff and
clerkd, while the lines imposed by the
courts and taxation of Injuries have, in a
great many instances, been neglected and
overlooked.

, ,, ,"While I do not desire to be considered
ns finding fault with court officers In look¬
ing aftor their own foes, It seems to mo
that they should be required to also seo to
It that the ntate should have the benefit or
tho fines and eostH.
